BELGRADE, Oct. 10.—Even 
in official circles it is now be-| 
lieved that war between Servia 
and Austria-Hungary is unavoid- 


able. M. Pasies, Minister of War, 
in ah interview with the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent, de- 
elared that the situation was 
most critical, adding: ‘‘Hostili- 
ties can hardly be avoided.”’ 

A big mass meeting was held 
this morning, after which the 
demonstrators marched to the 
Skuptschina, the members of 
which are assembling, clamoring 
for war. The feeling among the 
members of the assembly is ap- 
parently warlike. 

The news that the Austrian 
monitors which are coming down 
the Danube have reached the 
Servian frontier is already be- 
gifning to alarm the people. 

Threaten Austrian Legation. 

Great throngs of infuriated people, 
thousands of whom flocked into the 
tity from the rural sections, are sur- 
rounding the Parliament Building, the 
King’s palace. and the public buildings, 
threatening to, ‘tear the city to preces”’ 
unless war is declared. 


Repeated attacks have been made 
against the Austrian legation and were

The guests usually 
were Mr. and Mrs. Richards, Humes and 
a widow whom Richards called ‘‘Checks” 
because of the fancy stockings she usu- 
ally wore and which, be said, she took 
pride in displaying. 
Richards said that Mrs. Richards’ con- 
duct on these occasions led him to con- 
sider her the champion kisser of the 
world. He testified that she would sit 
on a couch with Humes for hours, kiss- 
ing and caressing him. “It was enough 
to make a man sick,” he declared.

Wil- 
liam F. Woerner, chairman of the 
Resolutions Committee, says that the 
question of a public service commis- 
sion was not mentioned during the 
deliberations of the committee, and 
was overlooked. Mr. Woerner said he 
was in favor of a public service com- 
mission, anda plank  indorsing it 
would have been adopted if it had 
been suggested. 

The platform indorsed the free 
bridge and pledged the nominees, if 
elected, to use their influence to bring 
about its prompt completion. The 
natural gas question was not dis- 
cussed in the platform. 

The three nominees selected at Fri- 
day’s Democratic city convention are 
new to politics. They were chosen to 
stand for the va’ancies occasioned by 
the deaths of Councilman Julius Lesser 
and John J. O’Brien and the resignation 
of George C. Linde. 

Deggenhart and Schaefer were nom- 
inated for the short term, which is six 
months, and V’ulfing for the long-term 
nomination, two and one-half years. 

The Jefferson Club organization prac- 
tically dictated the nominations. Lawler 
Daley, former chairmar of the Demo- 


cratic City Committee, wanted Martin 


Rust and Henry C. Ostertag for places 
on the city ticket. Rust and Ostertag 
were overwhelmingly defeated. 
Writing States Position. 
In an interview with a Post-Dispatch 


T° feporter Mr. Wulfing made this state- 


ment concerning important legislation 
now pending in the Municipal Assembly: 

“I am in favor of the free bridge. I 
want to see it built and if elected will 
do all that I can to hasten it. I do not 
know anything about the people who are 
proposing to bring natural gas to St. 
Louis, but assuming that they are mak- 
ing the proposition in good faith, that 
they can and will bring it here and sell 
it for less than the artificial product 
Costs, they should be encouraged to do 
it. 

“1 am not. familiar with the details 
of the utilities bill, but I favor it, con- 
ditional en such safeguards as will as- 
sure the appointment of the right kind 
of men, with the city’s Interests upper- 
most in their minds, on the commission. 
My idea is that they should be appoint- 
ed hy the Mayor, subject to the con- 
firmatien of the Council.

“I 
refer,’ he continued, “‘to the possessors 
of exorbitant wealth, some of whom 
have neither religions, principles nor 
domestic virtues to restrain them. 
These persons employ their vast for- 
tunes merely in the gratification of 
their passions. 

“But there is a portion of our very 
wealthy class that lives quietly and vir- 
tuously. Against them and against our 
middle and poorer classes the charge of 
idjeness is unfair.’’

Circuit Attorney Says Law 
Requiring Annual State- 
ments Must Be Obeyed.

Circuit Attorney Sager filed Saturday 
1331 suits against corporations for fail- 
ure to comply with the law requiring 
them to make annual statements to the 
Secretary of State regarding their capi- 
talization, value of assets and stock. 

Two suits, one in the name of the 
State and the other in the name of the 
city, were filed against 2 corporations, 
and 37 suits were filed against foreign 
corporations. In addition to demand- 
ing the foérfeiture of charters the Cir- 
cuit Attorney asks that the corpora- 
tions be fined in accordance with the 
statute, fixing the minimum at $60 for 
each 30 days during which the state- 
ment is not filed and the maximum $500,’ 

Sults against the United Railways Co. 
and the Laclede Gas Light Co., on the 
Same grounds, were recently filed. Cir- 
cult Attorney Sager says he will press 
the suits, as he is gettirtg tired of filing 
suits against the same _ corporations 
every year to compel them to comply 
with the law. 

Many of the suits filed a year ago 
Were settled upon payment of costs, 
amounting to $23.10 for the State cases 
and $10 for the city Cases. Mr, Sager 
intimated that settlements will not be 
accepted this year, and that the cases 
will have to be tried. Mr. Sager gets a 
fee of $10 out of each State case settled.

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OCTOBER “FROSTS” IN OHIO. 

The political experts have been heard from on 
Ohio politics repeatedly this year. In both par- 
ties they agree that “Ohio conditions are more 
or less. anomalous.” 

In Ohio itself people who are not political ex- 
perts are also saying things. Some of them who 
do not like Mr. Taft are saying that he has ex- 
perienced several early “frosts” in Ohio, with 
more to come before the end of October. 

Coming from men who are not learned, elo- 
quent or diplomatic, the principal importance of 
this belongs to the simple fact that they “don’t 
like Taft” and to the rude simplicity of the way 
they tell why. 

There are in fact three principal ways, all more 
or less rude. In one way they say that when 
he speaks to them as the heir of “Roosevelt ad- 
ministration policies,” he reminds them of the 
way they felt last October. In another, they 
explain that when he comes before them as an 
exponent of Republican:prosperity, he reminds 
them of the way they feel this October, when, by 
feeling their pockets, they fail to find the statis- 
tical wealth he tells them the Republican party 
has given them.

Virginia Harned that in order to get a divorce at 
Reno, Nevada, under the new regime, one must 
actually go there. 

Sooner or later Reno was bound to get sensi- 
tive over the refusal of people to go there even 
for the precious purpose of obtaining divorces 
while they waited, whereas many other thriving 
little cities of the West boasted large transient 
populations composed of plaintiffs. 

Divorce mills are the main attraction and ‘sup- 
port of these enterprising metropolises, which 
find them more profitable even than saw mills and 
stamp mills, but Reno’s was a mere correspond- 
ence school course in divorce, conducted at Jong 
distance, to the detriment of local ‘hotels, liveries, 
law offices, drygoods emporiums and other places 
that need support. 

Reno does exactly right, of course, in refusing 
to grant any more divorces by mail; yet any- 
body who has ever passed by Reno on the train 
and happened to look out the window at the mo- 
ment will readily sympathize with those who 
refuse to go there even upon the most urgent 
errenrd. Marriage at its worst enduring for life 
is obviously preferable to a six-months’ residence 
in Reno. If matches were made in heaven, it 
would be a fitting antithesis that they should be 
unmade at Reno. 
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The only business that would shut down in 
case of Bryan’s election is the business that is due 
to close in any event, as a regult of having suf- 
fered too much Republican prosperity. 
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PLUTOCRACY AND ITS “FRIENDLY MEN.”

Smoking, 
supposed to be confined to front platform only, is gen- 
erally allowed anywhege, and there seems to be no 
escape from it. The cars do not prevent overcrowd- 
ing, and the jam is worse mornings and évenings, de- 
spite the additional cars, and the time lost taking on 
and discharging passengers lengthens the remaining 
time several minutes.

AROLD BLINDLOSS introduces a new country to readers of fiction tn 
Ly" “Long Odds.”’ It is & part of tropical West Africa that lies nominally 

under Portuguese rule. A hot country where “at night the sour white 
steam, heavy with the exhalations of putrefaction, rises from muddy riv- 
ers:’’ where, on the trail into the interior, men force their Way through 
“growth untrammeled, luxuriant and destructive rather than. beneficent™ or 
travel in hammocks borne by blacks who are actually, if not technically, 
slaves. It is a terrible country, brutally misruled by the traders under the 
permission of officials too worn vy heat and fever to care for justice. Mis- 
sionaries toil there fruitlessly and remain only because of their pride and the 
word they have given som*where. The hero, Thomas Ormsgill, goes there 
from England, his name clouded by another's act. Far back in tne bush he 
receives word of an inheritance which enables him to appear once more in 
the white man’s world and marry the girl tc whom he was engaged. Be 
cause of his pride in his word—given to secure the freedom of a girl and 
some boys who were under peonage to his dead partner—Ormssgill goes again 
and again into the bush. The blacks, aroused by the slave trade, plan the 
extermination of the whites, and Ormsgill becomes a prisoner of the black 
army. When troops check the black flood he is freed and gets back to the 
coast, his promises all kept to the letter, and finds the girl married to another. 
He is, however, provided with the daughter of a Portuguese officia! and given 
chance of happiness. The story is at best but a vehicle for the description of 
the country and its conditions, work which Mr. Blindloss has performed in 
a masterly manner. Harrowing and revolting as are many scenes, they nev- 
ertheless grip with all the fascination of a pirate tale. (Small, Maynard &

“Lewis Rand” presents. Her earlier novels had a good movement and showed 
strong perception of dramatic values, qualities she has not lost while gaining 
strength of motive, more serious intent and greater capacity in the delineation 
of character. Rand is a tobacco roller’s son. His mother came of gentle folk, 
but degenerates to the peasant standard of his father. She endowed Lewis with 
a lieve of books, and Jefferson, in whose neighborhood he lives, aids him to 
education. He rises rapidly, becomes a trusted lieutenant of Jefferson, marries 
Jacqueline Churchill of Fontenoy, in spite of her family’s bitter opposition, loses 
touch with Jefferson, joins the Aaron Burr conspiracy, and kills in hot 
blood a man who had done his best to shield and save him. : 

Miss Johnston in Rand depicts the highest type of the commoners who at 
this period gained ascendaney over the descendants of the cavaliers. Gentle 
blood had ruled in Virginia until the Revolution was accomplished and then 
succumbed to the redder strain that,fiowed in greater stream from the com- 
monalty of Great Britain. The Churchil:s are the gentle folk of the novel, 
the contrasting aristocrats, Federalists worshipping at the Hamilton shrine and 
‘Wespising Jefferson @ven though he was of their kind. 

The tragedy of the conclusion is finely foreshadowed and is inevitable, given 
the character of Rand as Miss Johnston paints him. The historical matter is 
nowhere so important that it impedes the styry, but adds interest arid verity to 
the fiction. (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.)

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 10.—Clothed in 
priestly habiliments and vainly endeav- 
oring to solve his predicament, the Rev. 
Father Daniel Pembroke, former priest 
of St. Patrick’s Parish of Maryville, Mo., 
spent last night in a cell at Central Po- 
lice Station here.
